As we all know, for many years The Walk of Fame in Hollywood has 
served to give recognition to deserving individuals in the 
entertainment industry in the form of a star marked with the 
individual's name and contribution permanently placed in a portion of 
sidewalk in Hollywood, California, one of the centers of the 
entertainment business. It's almost inconceivable that the Monkees, 
after 20 (almost 21) years in the business, have not yet been honored 
with a star on The Walk of Fame. Last year Rhino Records nominated 
the guys for a star in the recording category, but at press time a 
spokesman for Rhino was unsure of the status of their nomination. 

MBF member Helen Pantuso felt so strongly that the guys should 
not go any longer without a star to honor them that she took it upm 
herself to investigate the particulars of obtaining a star for them. 
Helen discovered that a performer may be nominated in more than one 
category; therefore, even though the Monkees have already been 
nominated as recording artists, they may be nominated separately in 
the category for television! Helen completed the necessary paperwork 
to nominate the guys and asked MBF to be a co-nominator. Of course, 
we agreed!!! : 

The actual obtaining of the star for the guys, once the 
nomination has been processed and accepted, involves a fee of $3,500 
for the cost of the star and its placement. Usually, when a performer 
is presented with a star, the fee comes from the management or the 
record company or some organization that "profits" from the publicity 
associated with the award. We figured it would mean more to the guys 
(and their fans) if the award came directly (and unselfishly) from the 
fans themselves!!! 

Therefore, we would like to invite every Monkee fan who is 
reading this to contribute ONE DOLLAR (or $2 or $3 or whatever) toward 
the cost of the star. With MBF's subscriber list now at 11,000 we 
should be able to raise this money in no time at all!!! Any excess 
money collected over the cost of the star will be donated to a charity 
or charities designated by the Monkees themselves. Best of all, every 
person who contributes to the star fund will have his or her name 
included on a scroll that will be presented to the Monkees at the same 
time they are presented with the star!!! The guys will know who helped 
put their star on the Walk of Fame!!!

David Jones and Peter Tork 
conquered Australia during that 
country's summer and, with Micky 
Dolenz, they'll som be doing the 
same here. The "Sounds of the 
Monkees" Australian tour was 
extended for an extra week, and 
some dates were changed. As we 
printed last issue, the Oz tour was 
scheduled to end witha gig in 
Melbourne March 26-29, 1987. 
Instead Peter and David played at 
The Lady Bay, Warrnambool, on March 
26; The Venue, Melbourne, March 27; 
The Excelsior Hotel, Thomastown, 
March 28; and a theatre in 
Adelaide, March 29. The following 
week they played Canberra, st. 
Georges Leagues Club in Sydney, 
April 4, and concluded the tour in 
Canterbury, Sydney, April 5. While in Australia, David and Peter made 
several television appearances, the duo to promote the tour, and David to 
promote his new single, "After Your Heart"/"Hippy Hippy Shake", which was 
released on March 30 in Australia/New Zealand, with a picture sleeve. An 
album is expected to follow shortly. David appeared on "Cartoon Company" and 
"The Early Bird Show" on March 28 and on "Sounds" April 4. David and Peter 
appeared on "The Midday Show'’ in early March, where they performed "Daydream 
Believer", and on "Young Talent Time". David followed up with another two 
solo spots on "Young Talent Time" and also guested on "Hey Kids". The 
Monkees' TV series is now being shown in Australia, and the momentum 
generated by the tour there pushed the "Then & Now...The Best of the Monkees" 
album up to #16 in the charts! (Thanks to Anne O'Reilly for the news from 
Down Under! ) 

While David and Peter were half a world away, Micky, as we mentioned 
last issue, was making personal appearances on the auto show circuit. He 
guest-starred in an episode of "The New Mike Hammer", which aired Feb. 25. 
(If you missed it, watch for a repeat this summer!) He also was the guest on 
"Nightlife" with David Brenner on March 18, where he was presented with the 
platinum record award for the "Then & Now" album. It has been Micky's 
tireless efforts with these appearances, plus the continued coverage by the 
teen magazines, that has kept the Monkees in the public eye at a time when, 
without a single or album on the charts, they might easily have been 
forgotten by the media. The "Then & Now" album finally fell off the 
Billboard charts in March, after 34 weeks on the Top Pop Album listing. 

The media will be well aware of the Monkees again in only a few weeks' 
time when Davy, Micky, and Peter launch their 1987 concert tour. Only a few 
dates were confirmed at press time, and we've listed those for you on the 
next page. David Fishof's office has been very aware of the fans' need 
for information on where the Monkees will be this summer, so a Monkees 
hotline has been instituted. As more tour dates are confirmed, they will be 
added to the recorded message, which you can hear by calling 1-212-265-6834. 
(Normal toll charges apply from your calling area.) MBF's hotline will also 
continue to add tour dates and tour news as necessary, and that number is 
still 1-609-888-4567. We had planned to do a mailing to every MBF member as 
soon as the complete list of tour dates became available, but, because they 
are being confirmed in "dribs and drabs" and because there are now two

hotlines you can call for that information, we don't see the need. But, if 
you still need a written schedule, send a self-addressed stamped envelope to 
MBF and we'll send whatever dates we have up to that point (it might be wise 
to wait a few weeks until more dates are confirmed). 

The Monkees' opening act for this summer's tour will be---are you ready 
for this?---"Weird" Al Yankovic!!! If you're wondering about last year's 
opening acts, Herman's Hermits and The Grass Roots, they'll be pursuing a 
separate tour this summer, along with The Turtles, The Byrds, and Mark 
Lindsay from Paul Revere & The Raiders, titled "The Classic Superfest Tour", 
also produced by David Fishof Productions. You can catch up with those bands 
by calling the "Classic Superfest" hotline, at 1-212-265-6835. 

Not only will the opening act be different, the guys will have a new 
look on stage, minus the Parachute fashions of 1986. In fact, chances are 
that the designs you'll see the guys wearing on stage will be the creations 
of Jennifer McLeod, Peter's long-time lady and a designer and fabric artist 
in her own right! 

Peter, Davy, and Micky now have a new record label---and who better to 
have the distinction of releasing the Monkees' new 1987 sounds than the 
record company that reissued all their original albums over the last few 
years? That's right, we're talking about Rhino Records. Rhino is enjoying a 
bit of a "Monkees Monopoly" right now, as they plan to release two Monkees 
discs in June: one is a live 1967 Monkees concert and the other is an album 
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of original 1960's wumreleased Monkees material! Look for those at your 
record store in June. Coming in late July will be the live album the guys 
recorded on their 1986 concert tour, along with the release of the guys’ new 
single. At press time the choice of song for the single was uncertain, but 
Rhino announced that they definitely plan to produce a video to accompany the 
single! The guys are slated to go into the studio, beginning the week of May 
18, to record the new studio album. Lined up to produce the LP is Roger 
Bechirian, who has previously worked with Squeeze. The album is expected to 
be released, if all goes according to schedule, in late August, at the height 
of the tour. si 

Peter and Micky spent some time in Los 
Angeles in April and May, going over prelimiaries 
for the album. David travelled home to England 
after the Australian tour had finished, where in 
early May he purchased a racehorse, a unknown and 
untried 3-year-old filly who will be called 
"Daydream Believer". David's mare Chrissy has 
been bred again and will produce a new potential 
racing champion early next year. Micky and 
family also journeyed to England in mid-May, and 
he and Davy got together with the record producer 
there for some pre-recording planning. Anita and 
Jessie will join David on the West Coast of the 
U.S. in mid-June, as soon as Jessie's school year 
has ended. 

David's autobiography is selling well. There 
had been a promotional tour planned for it in (photo by Cindy Bryant) 
June, but the plans to record made that 
impossible. Instead co-author Alan Green will be making promotional stops to 
coincide with the Monkees’ summer tour, working with local radio stations for 
giveaways of books and concert tickets in every city along the tour, and the 
book will be available at each concert atoag with the other tour merchandise.

Remember last issue we told you about the Hey, Hey We're The Monkees 
book in which a photograph of a bearded gentleman was misidentified as 
Michael Nesmith? Rumor had it that the publishers were planning to pull the 
erroneous edition of the book from store shelves and replace it with a 
corrected edition. At press time, a spokesman for the publisher told MBF 
that there would be po reissue of the book to correct the error. 

Meanwhile, the "real" Mike Nesmith has his hands full with the many 
projects he and Pacific Arts are cooking up. "Tapeheads” , the story of two 
down-on-their-luck high schoolers who through a series of comic misadventures 
became wildly successful at directing music videos, is filming now. It is 
financed jointly by Pacific Arts and NBC Productions, the in-house production 
@ivision of NBC-TV, headed by Brandon Tartikoff. Two more films are planned 
to begin filming this summer: "Zippyvision", a live action movie based on the 
syndicated cartoon character "Zippy the Pinhead", and "Motorama", described 
as "an absurd metaphoric drama about the human condition set in the future"

Michael told The Hollywood Reporter that “Overview", his revolutionary 
new video “magazine (sold in videocassette form), was being test-marketed 


and a second "issue" could be expected in Jime. But the same week The Dallas 


Morning News speculated that the first edition of "Overview"! may be the last. 

Apparently sales in the test markets were slow---one store retumed its 
entire case (about 350 copies of "Overview") unopened---and the two major 
financial backers, Coca-Cola and NBC, had pulled out. NBC wanted to air the 
tape on broadcast television, but Michael didn't want it shown on NEC. 
According to the Dallas newspaper, less than 1000 copies of "Overview" were 
sold overall. The report blamed Pacific Arts' strategy of relying on press 
interviews with Nesmith about the project, instead of advertising heavily to 
educate the consumer about it. 

Nesmith feels strongly that the future of home video is in original non- 
theatrical programming, programming made specifically for home consumption, 
and he projects that motion pictures will account for less that 40% of the 
video market within two years, instead of the current 95%. Pacific Arts has 
always been involved in non-theatrical programming. Michael told The Holly- 
wood Reporter that 1987 is a year when Pacific Arts will “increase by several 
orders of magnitude....the projections are astounding...and I'm just a guitar 
player who found himself in this business---I'm a mogul by default." For the 
record, Michael also said that if Peter, Micky, and David find a script and 
ask for his involvement either before and/or behind the camera, "I'll do it." 

Obviously, any Monkee movie will have to wait 
until after the tour. Some work has been done, as 
far as looking at scripts and people to work on the 
film, but production is expected to begin in October 
or November. With any luck, we can expect to see a 
Monkee movie in theatres in the summer of 1988.

The 1987 "SOUNDS OF THE MONKEES" tour began with the first concert at 
the Venue in Melbourne on Tuesday, Feb. 9, and came to a close at a club in 
the Sydney suburb of Canterbury on Sunday night, Apr. 5, 1987. During the 
tour's two month span, I was fortunate enough to see the show 24 times! Ac 
was worth every cent it cost to travel around the country to see the shows. 

Basically the concerts were mich like the Australian concerts of the 
previous year. The backing band was different (last year the band was from 
England). This time there were Mark, Dusty, and Larry who had toured the 
States last year with the Monkees, with only one new addition, Paul, a native 
of Sydney who took on the job as drummer for the duration of the Australian 
tour, 

David and Peter would burst onto the stage with the introduction of 
"Theme fron the Monkees" before starting off with the first song for the 
night, "That Was Then, This Is Now" (for the first couple weeks of the tour 
"Clarksville" was the first song). This was followed by David welcoming 
everyone to the concert and saying how "That Was Then" was from their new 
"Then & Now"? album (which was released in Australia in September and during 
the tour reached number 16 here in Melbourne). David then said that they 
would be singing some old and new songs and maybe even a couple of old Monkee 
tunes. Then it was on to "A Little Bit Me...", "Steppin’ Stone", "Look Out 
(Here Comes Tomorrow)", "Your Auntie Grizelda", "No Time", plus other Monkee 
tunes. 

Peter sang four non-Monkee songs: "Tolane (The 
Further Adventures of Mr. J.B. Goode)", "Since You 
Went Away", "Higher & Higher", and "MGB GI", which is 
a love gong about a car he used to om. David only 
gang three new tunes, all from his new album, "After 
Your Heart" (the A side of his new single), "Hippy 
Hippy SI " (the B side, which proved to be very 
popular with the audience), and "Incredible", which 
will probably be the title track to his new album. 

David and Peter wore the same stage clothes as 
on the '86 USA tour, except that David had one new 
addition to his wardrobe, the now famous tiger suit. 
David leaves the stage during "MGB GTI" and retums 
for the start of "Valleri". The lights dim and 
suddenly David bursts on the stage in a most 
unbelievable costume. The outfit is very tight with 
a tiger print all over, and the front and side panels 
have a net fabric insert which leaves yery little to 
the imagination!!! His hair has gel put through it, 
to give an even wilder effect. Throughout the whole 
song Peter wears a very surprised and confused look 
on his face. His expression reflects the reaction of 
the audience, where some people are laughing their 
heads off and others just can't believe what they are 
witnessing. Once the song is finished Peter 
questions David about his clothes. David tells-him 
that everyone is wearing it. So Peter peers into the 
audience to see if everyone is wearing it, but of 
course he doesn't find ANYONE wearing ANYTHING 
remotely similar! Peter proceeds to tell David this, Davy & the tiger 
and David's answer is "Because it is one of a kind!" suit, Providence, 
Then Peter says, "If it is ome of a kind, how can RI, Nov. 23, 1986 
everyone be wearing it?"

Before leaving the stage 
they took their final bows, gave each other a hug, and touched or shook the 
hands of out-stretched arms before proceeding with the Monkee Walk off the 
stage. 

If I had to pick a highlight of the show, it would have to do with 
David's tiger suit, because it is very fumny and no matter how many times I 
have seen it, I always seem to laugh. It is a great example of Monkee humor, 
which to me is just as much a part of their success as their music. 

David and Peter are planning to return to Australia again next year. 
Maybe Micky will join them this time around.

I am a 20-year-old woman who has liked the Monkees for many years. 
Although I realize my young age, I'm what could possibly be considered a 
second-and-a-half generation fan. I began to watch the shows at age 11 in 
1978 when the show was rerun in my hometown of Stephenville, Texas. 

I fell in love first with Davy Jones, as I think every young girl did, 
but when the Monkees resurgence began early last year I flipped for the tall 
lanky Texan, Michael Nesmith. He had such a way with comedy——-he was always 
so sarcastic. I loved his style. : 

I began buying Mike's solo albums and then discovered another reason why 
I was so intrigued by the man. He was perhaps the first person who played 
country that I appreciated. I was proud of him when he played with the guys 
in L.A. and my truest desire was to meet him. 

That's why I was so surprised when one Thursday afternoon about two 
weeks before Valentine's Day my friend Drenda phoned me with fantastic news. 
She is a librarian's helper at her high school and she habitually reads 
Billboard. While perusing that week's issue, she happened to came across an 
article on "Dr. Duck's..." and stopped to read it. 

The article was long and complicated but the last paragraph caught her 
attention: "Nesmith will make an in-store appearance Valentine's Day in 
Dallas, Texas, most likely at a Sound Warehouse." Her blood pressure shot up 
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ten degrees and she rushed home to call me, knowing my favorite person in all 
the world was Mike Nesmith. 

Well, my reaction was, of course, very mature. I whooped my delight as 
loudly as I could and immediately began calling 
friends of mine in Dallas, which is about 80 
miles away. I alerted them to the appearance 
and begged them to make inquiries at all the 
Sound Warehouses around the city. After a long 
bout of calling and some well-placed inquiries 
to an advertising director of the Somd 
Warehouse chain, we managed to find out. He was 
scheduled to appear at Casa Linda Samd 
Warehouse at 2 p.m. on Valentine's Day, a 
Saturday. 1 

Drenda and I hopped om a bus to Dallas 
about 6 p.m. Friday night. We arrived in Dallas 
at about 8:30 p.m. and were ! 
met at the bus station by my friend Nancy and’ 
her friend Dani. We introduced each other and 
discovered that out of the four of us, I was the 
only Nesmith fan. Dani, Nancy, and Drenda all 
loved Peter. 

We stayed at Nancy's apartment for the 
duration of the visit. Friday night we ended up 
staying awake until after 2 a.m. talking and 
laughing. I popped in my VHS copy of "Dr. 
Duck's..." and we all split our sides laughing. 
I even showed Dani Mike's version of "Different 
Drum", which she really liked. We could all 
barely sleep because of the excitement. 

We woke up in the morning about eight and (photo by Elizabeth Reid) 
began getting ready. I sat dom to load my film 
and discovered my shutter had frozen, leaving me stranded without a camera. 
I could've cried in frustration. I took along my "Michael Nesmith Radio 
Special" test pressing LP and hoped I could find somebody willing to trade 
pictures. Drenda said she'd take enough for both of us! 

We arrived at the Sound Warehouse close to 11:30 a.m. There were only 
about twenty people ahead of us and we settled down to a three hour wait. 
While standing in the line we met Debbie and Brad from Arlington anda few 
girls from Shreveport who stayed with another friend of ours, Iona Dennis. 
Iona is also a big Peter fan, and while standing in line I mly fomd a few 
people who were big Mike fans. 

Soon 2 p.m. rolled around. Lights were set up around the signing table 
and many video cameras were placed outside. A friend of mine named Heather 
had her 8 mm video camera ready also. A blue Cadillac rolled up at about 
2:20 p.m. and Mike and Kathryn stepped out. 

Mike wore black sunglasses, which he took off when he strode in. He wore 

_a black business suit with matching black patent leather shoes. Kathryn was 
wearing a matching black dress. Both were smiling and waving at all the fans. 

Mike got right down to business. We were all shuffled along and let in 
to meet Mike and have him sign our stuff. We were limited to two autographs 
due to time. Drenda walked up to him and I took about three pictures of her 
with a borrowed camera that Heather let me use. Then it was my turn. 

I plopped my "Radio Special" album down in front of him. He looked at 
it briefly and said, "Radio Special? Where'd you find this one?" 

"From a dealer," I told him. 

"Can't find too many of those around anymore." He then signed it and 
signed a piece of paper. I asked for a hug, and he smiled and let me hug him 
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while Drenda snapped a picture. She couldn't find the shutter button and 
Mike said, "Quick, quick, quick," with a smile on his face. His beard felt 
scratchy against my cheek and Drenda, redasa beet, finally took the 
picture. Then we moved away. 

Some girls were grabbing Mike, lunging at him, or screaming when they 
got near him. I felt really sorry for Mike, although to his credit he didn't 
discourage them in any way. The first time it happened, however, Mike merely 
pulled away, slightly embarrassed. I watched him for close to two hours 
after I'd met him and he kept signing and smiling. He deeply impressed me. 

I had handed the camera back to Heather and waited for her to go through 
the line and take her pictures when I saw Kathryn standing to Mike's right 
about 20 yards away. Drenda, Nancy, Dani, and I went over to her and asked 
her questions about herself and Mike. She told us Mike had been born in 
Houston, which quelled any rumors of his birthplace being Farmer's Branch. 
She signed a few things, told us they were flying to New York later that day, 
and then finally moved away.

16. Review--"DAVY JONES: They Made A Monkee Out Of Me"

After a wait of over seven years, Davy Jones' book, 

Out Of Me, is finally available. Was it worth the wait? Was it ever!!! 
Davy and his collaborator Alan Green worked long and hard to make sure this 
book exhibited the same type of meticulous quality that Davy has always put 
into his recording and stage work, and the effort shows in all of its 240 
pages, which makes TMAMOM the longest of all the recent Monkee books. But 
Davy's book is more than just another Monkee book. It is also one of the 
best showbiz autobiographies (or as Davy calls it, "ought-to-buy-ography") 
that you will ever read. 

Throughout the book Davy takes you on a journey through his life, where 
he relives all the fun, excitement, and heartbreaks he's gone through with 
admirable honesty and frankmess, as well as with his own brand of delightful 
humor. The early years of his family life are dealt with both hilarious 
comedy and touching tenderness. The stories of Davy's relationship with his 
father, Harry Jones, are both funny and poignant, especially when Davy 
relives the period of his father's death. You can feel the pain that Davy 
went through at the time, as well as how tough it must have been for him to 
relive it. , 

Davy's stories of his incredible career,, 
especially the whole phenomenal Monkee era, are 
extremely fascinating and informative. Davy's 
years on the stage in both England and the U.S. 
are related with great humor and honesty. Though 
not a kiss'n'tell book, Davy does tell about his 
early sexual adventures, with a frankness that 
doesn't shock but instead reveals the human being 
and not the fantasy image of Davy Jones. This 
quality makes you admire Davy for his honesty, 
and that he feels that he can. share this 
information with his fans. 

The period of Davy's greatest success, the 
Monkee years, are filled with revealing 
information that will probably cause a re- 
' evaluation of the whole Monkee phenomenon, not to 
“@ mention a drastic re-write in several recent 
Monkee books. What makes the retelling of the Monkees story unique this time 
is that, for the first time, we are getting the story from scmeone who was 
not only there from the very beginning, but was an active participant in the 
actual project. According to Davy, for instance, Rafelson and Schneider were 
not the actual creators of the Monkees, that it was actually Paul Mazursky 
and Larry Tucker (who can be seen in the Monkees' pilot episode as The 
Interviewer and Dr. Turner) who actually came up with and developed the 
concept of the Monkees' TV series. Since Davy was involved with the project 
almost from its conception and was actually involved in picking out the 
talent who would co-star with him in the series, there appears to be very 
little cause to doubt him, at the same time keeping in mind that we are 
getting the story from Davy's point of view. The best way this story can be 
confirmed is if the other major participants involved, (the other Monkees , 
Rafelson & Schneider, Mazursky & Tucker, etc.) would pen their own 
recollections about that period of time. It would certainly make for 
interesting reading. 

Davy also reveals most of the business and personal mistakes he has 
made. In revealing how Columbia Pictures screwed him and the other Monkees 
out of millions of dollars worth of merchandising revenue, on pages 92-95 he 
shows documents and letters of the many organizations and corporations who 
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made a bundle from all the Monkee games, bubble gum cards, bracelets, 
Magazines, etc. Then on page 96, there's a reproduction of a Screen Gems 
check made out to Davy for the amount of $0.00! (The fact that Davy and the 
other Monkees barely saw a penny fran all the merchandise bearing their 
images and names might make some collectors of Monkee merchandise feel 
guilty!) 

Davy admits that he made a lot of mistakes in his life which he does 
regret, going into the troubled period of his first marriage and the tragedy 
of his friend Leigh. But the sadness is balanced out with Davy's humorous 
recounting of his courtship and subsequent marriage to his present wife 
Anita, his hysterical stage adventures (the classic "wet suit" story is 
included), as well as the triumph of the Monkees' 1986 reunion tour. Davy 
includes his observations of all the famous people he has encountered in his 
travels, along with his own observation and insight on his three famous 
partners. Due to Davy's extreme honesty, he makes some remarks about his 
fellow Monkees that some fans may find offensive or uncalled-for. The thing 
to keep in mind here is that the book is Davy's autobiography and everything 
in it is Davy's opinion. How one takes whatever Davy says in the book depends 
on the individual, and at most Davy's comments should be taken with a grain 
of salt. On the other hand, Davy's book may encourage Micky, Peter, and 
Michael to write their own books and offer their side of the story. 

Though the book appears to contain very few errors, there is one I would 
like to address, concerning the Monkees' movie "HEAD". According to Davy, 
one of the reasons the film failed was because it had received a restrictive 
"R" rating which prevented the younger fans from seeing the film. An 
examination of the original newspaper ad promotion of the film will show that 
this is not true, that the movie in fact had received a "G" rating for 
general audiences, which did make it possible for younger fans to attend the 
filn. It is widely accepted that the film's failure had more to do with the 
bizarre and confusing ad promotion of the film, the snob attitude of the rock 
press, and the Monkees' own dwindling popularity at the time. Perhaps Davy 
and Alan may be able to correct this error for future printings of the book. 

The book contains almost 400 photographs, many of them from Davy's 
personal collection and many never before published. They range from his 
early childhood to last year's tour. At times, the photos are as revealing 
of Davy's persona as the text. The book also features newspaper clippings, 
reviews, business and theatrical papers and other documents of interest. All 
the photos and documents are reproduced with the utmost care and quality and 
makes the book as much fun to look at as to read. 

All in all, Davy and Alan have done a great job 
in putting together this book. The fact that their 
publishing company, Dome Press, waS_ created 
specifically to produce this book in order to insure 
its quality is a testament to their dedication to 
this labor of love. Other books by Dome Press are 
presently in the works, but for a first release They 
Made A Monkee Out Of Me far exceeds all expectations 
accorded to it. In fact, it puts some of the recent 
Monkee books to shame with its quality and attention 
to detail. The text is very readable and 
interesting, making it a hard book to put down once 
you start reading it. To call this the best of the : oe y 
Monkees books so far is an understatement. They Made A Monkee Out Of Me will 
be the standard by which all future Monkee books will be judged.

Q. What are the names of the Monkees' wives and kids? I've read so many 
different things in so many different magazines that I'm totally confused. 
A. We're asked this al] the time, and the last time we detailed the guys’ 
families was in issue #36 (March 1986), so I guess it's time to do it again! 
Micky married English model Samantha Juste on July 12, 1968, and their 
daughter Ami Bluebell Dolenz was born January 8, 1969. Micky and Sam split a 
few years later. Ami lives with her mom in California and Micky sees her as 
much as possible. Ami is pursuing an acting career, having won the acting 
competition in her division of Junior Star Search at age 16. Micky married 
English model Trina Dow on June 18, 1977, and they have three daughters: 
Charlotte Janelle, born August 8, 1981, Emily Clair, born July 25, 1983, and 
Georgia Rose, born September 3, 1984. The Dolenzes reside in England on a 
country estate, and they plan to buy a home in Califormia as well, so that 
Micky can divide his work between England and L.A. 

’ Davy married Linda Haines on December 15, 1967, but the marriage was 
kept top-secret from the press and fans until mid-1969. When word leaked 
out, it only served to alienate the few fans that remained in the days of 
declining Monkees popularity. Their daughters, Talia Elizabeth and Sarah 
Lee, were born October 2, 1968, and July 3, 1971, respectively. In fact, 
Talia's birth had to be kept secret from the press as well, and it's been 
said that Davy's father died on Oct. 24, 1968, without knowing he had another 
granddaughter. David and Linda were divorced and on January 24, 1981, David 
married Anita Pollinger in England. Their daughter, Jessica Lillian Jones, 
ganna was born September 4, 1981. 
Talia and Sarah reside with

Q. Can you tell me how old the Monkees are? Also, where can I write to Coco 
Dolenz (Micky's sister)? 

A. Micky celebrates his birthday March 8, and he was born in 1945. Davy was 
born December 30, 1945; Mike, December 30, 1942; and Peter, February 13, 
1942. Your letter to Coco will reach her if you mail it to P.O. Box 638, Los 
Gatos, CA 95030. 


Q. In “Gonna Buy Me A Dog" Micky says, “I'd buy a raccoon, but John already 
has one." Am I hearing right? If so, what does this mean and who is John? 
A. John London was Mike's former musical partner and became one of the 
Monkees' famous “second string" when Mike was chosen for the group. The 
"second string" were the guys' stand-ins, assistants, and friends during the 
filming of the show, the recording sessions, and the tours, and John London 
had a pet raccoon! 


Q. Can you tell me whether the Monkees will have a "complete lyrics" book of 
all their songs, released and unreleased, soon? I would like to have a copy. 
A. So would I! One of MBF's readers investigated the possibility of putting 
together such a book last year. Her idea was shot down because Warner 
Publications was putting together a Monkees songbook and didn't want the 
conflict of sales, and Screen Gems, the publisher of most of the songs, 
wouldn't give permission. 


Q. I have an original copy of the "Pisces, Aquarius..." LP. It credits 
Lewis & Clarke with writing "What Am I Doing Hangin’ ‘Round?", but on the 
“men & Now...The Best of the Monkees" Murphy and Castleman are credited with 
writing the song. Who really wrote it? 

A. At the time "PAC&J' was released, Murphy & Castleman had formed a new 
group that recorded on the Colgems label (same as the Monkees) called The 
Lewis & Clarke Expedition, in which Murphy & Castleman went under the 
pseudonyms of Travis Lewis and Boomer Clarke. Of course Colgems was eager to 
use the song credit as further advertisement for their new recording artists! 
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Q. MBF is always filled with articles written by people who had the 
opportunity to meet the Monkees. Well, I'm very happy for them, but I know 
that I'll never get the chance to meet or see them in concert. You see, I 
live on Guam, an island more or less in between Hawaii and Japan, and they 
have never toured here. How can I get the guys to come to Guam for a 
concert? 

A. I wish I could answer this one! Is anyone at the tour office reading 
this? HINT! HINT! HINT! 


Q. Can you tell me which conventions the Monkees will be appearing at this 
summer? I want to make my travel plans and put in for my vacation time, and 
I qnly want to go to the ones where the guys will be! 

A. First of all, I'm the wrong person to ask. You should be contacting the 
individual convention promoters as to what the guys' plans are with respect 
to each convention. Obviously, the Monkees won't be able to appear at each 
and every one. At last count there were eight conventions slated for the 
next few months, and the guys' schedules do not always match up with the 
planned events. Even when they do coincide, the guys have only so much time 
and energy to go around. Don't concern yourself so much with where the guys 
will be---as far as conventions go, JUST GQ! The whole point of a Monkees 
convention is to bring Monkees fans together in an environment where they can 
meet and share their love for the guys, in a more interactive manner than at 
concerts. Go and have a good time, and I hope to see you there!!! 


Q. I thought, in the "That Was Then, This Is 
Now" video, that the lady with Micky and the 
little kids was his wife. Now in a magazine I 
have, it has a picture of Micky and another 
woman, who is identified as his wife. Is that 
Trina in the video or not? 

A. No, it's the children's nanny, Ellie. 


Q. Is the first Micky Dolenz Fan Club in Los 
Gatos still in existence? 

A. No. That club was run by Micky's 
grandmother, Mene Johnson, and, sadly, she 
passed away a few years ago. 


Q. In a recent magazine there was an 
interview with Davy, where he said that his 
all-time favorite Monkees songis "I Can't 
Believe It". I've never heard of it. Maybe 
I'm not as good a fan as I thought I was. Is 
there such a song? 

A. That was a typo on the magazine's part. 
Davy's fave Monkees tune is "Hard To Believe" 
from the "Pisces, Aquarius..." LP. 


Q. There is an address circulating around oe 

from a person who states she "personally knows Trina Dolenz 

the Monkees and will personally make sure they (photo by Mary Ann Fuller) 
receive your letter and they will personally . 

write back". How can I and my friends be sure this is legit? 

A. I can't vouch for this person's claims, but I do know that the best 
addresses for writing to the Monkees are the ones you'll find listed on page 
15 of this issue.

Q. Has anyone else recently 
received the "Rarities" I, II, 
and/or xX records fron Golden 
Treasures, as advertised last 
issue? "Rarities Dy was 
advertised as being unreleased 
tracks and songs from "33 1/3 
Revolutions Per Monkee"’ and 
"Rarities II" as being pre- and 
post-Monkees performances. There 
was nothing about the contents of 
"Rarities xX". Well, "[" was 
merely a dub of the "Monkeeshines" 
bootleg, and "II" was a mixture of 
tracks from the TV series and 
unreleased material, including 
horrible sounding open-mike dubs 
of "Apples, Peaches, Bananas & 
Pears" and "Nine Times Blue”. 
Worse is "X"' which has Monkees 
songs with the end of songs segue— 
ing into the next song---the sound 
quality: is fine and it's a nice 
example of someone's editing 
talents, but who cares? I spoke 
with someone at Golden Treasures, 
and he was quite concerned about 
the whole mess. It seems that the 
person who put together’ the 
"Rarities" LP's sold the material to someone else who apparently decided to 
use the revival of interest in the Monkees to rip off a lot of people. GT 
aid not know about the ploy until after they started sending out the albums. 
GT told me that they want people to send the records back, adding that GT 
will "never deal with that person in Hawaii again”. They want to straighten 
the whole thing out. I've bought items from them in the past and will 
continue to do so, and I thought other fans would like to know the situation. 
A. Thanks for the story. MBF has long refrained from recommending Monkees 
bootlegs, most of which are produced by "that person in Hawaii", and now you 
know why. 


Q. I've been a subscriber to MBF since last summer. I enjoy reading each and 
every issue, and I really appreciate getting all the facts and tidbits 
straight and correct from you! £'d like to know whether you hold down a job 
outside of MBF? It must be a full-time job in itself! Also, how did you get 
started in MBF? 
A. Thanks for the vote of confidence! Many people have asked me about 
myself and MBF in the last year. I always hesitate to use precious space to 
write about myself when there are so many more important things about the 
guys to occupy the pages of MBF, but in light of the fact that it is MBF's 
10th Anniversary, I'll make an exception this time! 

I became a Monkees fan, like most of you reading this, by watching the 
TV series. It was 1975, and the show had just returned to local independent 
stations in syndicated reruns. And, as we all }mow, when Monkeemania grabs 
hold of you, it just won't let go! My interest in the guys just happened to 
coincide with the Dolenz, Jones, Boyce & Hart tour, so there was a Monkee 
revival of some intensity (nowhere near 1986, tho!). Most fans were pretty 
isolated, tho, the anly ome in their school, etc. I began haunting flea 
markets in search of Monkee records and such, and in the course of my travels 
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I met several other fans who were also thumbing through record bins, looking 
for stuff on the guys. The few of us formed our own Monkee network and began 
corresponding with each other. It turned out we all dabbled in Monkee 
fiction, and for a while we exchanged our stories for each other's reading 
pleasure on an individual basis. But as our network grew, it became a 
practical idea to begin a publication, more of a "literary magazine", so that 
we could all share our literary efforts more easily. In June 1977, our first 
issue appeared, run off on my high school's spirit duplicator in purple ink! 
In_ the beginning there was very little of what could be termed "hard news", 

but as MBF grew and made "contacts" more news began to come our way. At the 
same time the readers began to express a desire for a more informative and 
less literary format, and gradually MBF evolved into the magazine you're 
reading right now. I was 16 when the first ish of MBF appeared, a junior in 
high school. I kept it going through senior year, through four years of 
college (coming home every weekend to take care of correspondence with 
subscribers), and ever since then. I do work full-time as a chemist for a 
pharmaceutical company, and after I put in my eight hours a day at my job I 
come home and put in another eight hours on MBF. The increase in members 
over the past year has forced me to change the way MBF is run, and I really 
regret that the sheer volume has sacrificed the "personal touch" that I 
always tried to bring to my correspondence with MBF subscribers. But on the 
other hand I find it immensely satisfying that I now have the ability to 
reach so many people to set the record straight on all the current rumors and 
misinformation. After all, I remember what it was like to be a Monkees fan 
with no sources of information on the guys, not knowing what was true and 
what wasn't! 


Q. In the interviews at the end of the Monkees' TV show, Davy always talks 
about his father and his sisters, but he never mentions his mother. Why? 
A. Davy's mother died when he was 14 years old. 


Q. In the Monkees episode, "The Chaperone", a song is being played while 
they are decorating the house for a party. Micky sings it. I would like to 
know that name of it and how I can get it on record. 
A. That tune is "Midnight Train" and can be heard on the Monkees' last LP, 
"Changes" (released 1970). You may have also noticed that same episodes 
feature songs in their soundtrack that are different from the songs listed in 
the credits at the end of the show. In "The 4 
"for instance, the inclusion of 
"Midnight Train" is a leftover from the days when 
the show was rerun on Saturday mornings on CBS. 
At that time songs from the Monkees' later albums 
were dubbed over the original songs in an attempt 
to sell more copies of the later albums! When 
Colex (the show's distributor) went into the 
Screen Gems vaults to obtain episodes for release 
on cable and in syndication, they happened to 
pull this version instead of the original. In 
the same manner, a few episodes from the first 
season had their original songs overdubbed with 
tracks from “Headquarters" when they aired as 
repeats on NBC in the sumer of 1967, to pramote 
the newly released third album for the guys.

With the start of the '87 tour and Monkees conventions popping up this 
summer like fast food restaurants, I thought I'd doa potpourri of items to 
look for at some of these events. 

: : The first item up 
for business is Monkee 
jewelry. The photo 
i here shows two brace- 
lets that were avail- 
able in 1967, me 
carrying a single med- 
allion with the 


rumored was a_ set of earrings. The two items pictured were offered for 
under $3 twenty years ago and by about nine years ago could be found all over 
the place for $5 each. ‘Today these pieces are becoming more scarce, 
especially on the original cardboard display. Expect to pay as high as $10 
to $15 apiece for these now. 

In case Davy, 
Micky, or Peter 
don't show up at any 
particular conven- 
tion, here is a 
sure-fire way to say 
they're at your con- 
vention: in 1967 
Bland Charnas 
company from New 
York had the license 
for the Monkees' 
Halloween Costumes. 
The flame retardant 
outfits were de- 
signed with both 
boys and girls in 
mind. For the guys, 
the box was labeled 
"costume" and for 
the girls, “mini- 
dress". The outfits 
each carried the now famous 8-button Monkee-shirt and featured the plastic~- 
mask likeness of each of the guys, each sold separately, of course. Included 
with each costume was an 8 x 10 autographed TV photo. The costumes are also 
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becoming scarce, especially in 
their original boxes. Don't expect 
to pay less than $20 each. 

A Monkees tambourine, 
manufactured by a small toy company 
from New Jersey known as Chein, 
carried sketches of the guys. A 
complete toy drum set for kids was 
also made by the same company, with 
the same design on the bass drum. 
The tambourine now runs anywhere 
from $10 without the carton to $25 
in a sealed box. The drum set is 
even harder to locate and can carry 
a price tag up to $50 depending on 
the condition. 

If you were going to school 
during the Monkee era, particularly 
grammar school, you couldn't resist 
asking your mom to buy you the 
official looseleaf binder. I 
wonder how many kids convinced 
their moms that all their school- 
work would be neat and entered in 
one book, if only they had a 
Monkees binder! The Mattel Toy 
Company, who hada hand in many 


items on the group, produced 
this vinyl-clad book for

made out of vinyl and, ata 
time when most lumch boxes 
were still made of metal, 


‘thermos itself carried a

A set of four were issued by a 
company kmown as “Famous Faces, 
Inc."". Besides the Monkees, this 
company also produced a set of 
Beatle cartoon characters from the 
"Yellow Submarine" movie, as well 
as replicas of Paul Newnan and 


After a log hard day at j 
school it was time to relax with a 

nai “a game of cards (huh!). Of course you had to have the 
official Monkee playing cards. The deck of 52 
included 2 jokers that were color shots of the guys. 
Each of the numbered cards contained a black & white 
photo in the center from the TV show. The cost on this 
back in 1967 was under $1 but is now valued only around 
$5 or $6 if canplete with jokers and cardboard box. 
Otherwise, the price drops from there. 

Finally in late 1968 GAF Corporation, known for 
cameras and film, issued a stereo View-Master on the 
Monkees episode, “Hillbilly Honeymoon". Only one show 
made it onto View- 
Master and in 1967 

3 was available for 
under $2. Included with the three 
cartridges was a rather hokey pamphlet that 
was thrown together to give you a synopsis 
of this particular story. In fact this 
little booklet misled a lot of us fans into 
thinking the actual title for the show was 
"Last Wheelbarrow to Pokeyville", which was 
the title of this great epic! As luck would 
have it, by the time this item hit the 
market towards the end of 1968, the mania 
was already onthe downswing, and many 
stores ate these little buggers. In 
fact by 1972 a few chain stores around here 
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were still carrying this item. Today expect to pay between $12 and $18 if 
canplete with envelope (as pictured) and booklet. 

Next time we'll talk about the cereal box records and how many were made 
and what LP eventually was issued that carried all these songs. Anyone know 
which LP I’m talking about?
